The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. In addition, 37 CFR 1.83(a) further states that 
conventional features disclosed in the description and claims, where their detailed illustration is 
not essential for a proper understanding of the invention, should be illustrated in the drawing in 
the form of a graphical drawing symbol or a labeled representation. The specification states that 
the grooves on the outer face are shown in figure 7 however, there is no illustration of the 
grooves, graphical drawing symbol or labeled representation of the grooves. Therefore, the 
grooves of the outer face of each arm must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). 
No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended.

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

It is the opinion of the examiner that the art of record (considered as a whole) neither 
anticipates nor renders obvious the claimed invention set forth in the independent claims 1, 14 
and 26. Upon reconsideration of the rejection (mail date 9/5/2007), it is the opinion of the 
Examiner that Cerrano et al (US Patent # 6,722,176) inherently discloses in the specification and 
drawings the first arm outer face and second arm outer face comprising a plurality of grooves 
defined therein since it is inherent that the disclosed teeth of Cerrano et al have grooves [See 
Figure below]. Therefore, the present invention, which is a continuation-in-part to Cerrano et al, 
is granted the filing date of the Cerrano et al Patent and eliminates Cerrano et al as prior art 
under 35 U.S.C. § 102 (e) and therefore eliminates the 35 U.S.C. § 103 rejection. Claims 1-32 
are allowed.
